AN OCEAN TROLLY. 


Eaterprisine Englishmen Have Censiract- | 
ed a Ratiway That Rans throuzh 
the Sea. 


A railroad through the sea is being 
built in England and is now almost 
completed. It runs from Brighton to 
Rottingdean, a distance of four miles. 
During half of the day the rails are 
submerged. 

There are four lines of rails laid in 
two pairs, the width of guage between 
the outer rails being. eighteen feet. 
Each pair of rails is supported by con- 
crete blocks mortised to the rock below. 


The steepest gradient is 1 in 309 and the 
sharpest curve half a mile in radius. 
The rails are laid on the beach so near 
to low-water mark that they are cover- 
eda greater part of the twenty-four 
hours... src : : 

The object of this road is to give the 
throng of people who resort to Brighton 
an opportunity to travel on the water 
without being subject to the annoying 
motions that can not be avoided on ship- 
board. The deck of the car is twenty- 
three feet above the rails and well out 
of the reach of the waves. The deck 
will measure forty-six by twenty-two 
feet and will carrya sa twenty- 
five by thirteen feet. The motive 
power will come from a trolley wire 
strung along poles on the shore.

Thomas had set his eve was known as 
Hariana ortheGreen Country, and was | 
nominally a portion of the dominions | 
of the Great Mogul, who still kept up | 
a shadowy state at Delhi. It extended | 
one hundred and twenty miles from | 
to south, and about the same | 
distance from east to west. Thither | 
George Thomas marched his compact 
little army, took formal possession of 
the country, assumed the title of rajah, 
and selected the town of Hansi, ninety 
miles west of Delhi, as his capital. 

The new rajah of MHariana soon 
showed that he was of a different type 
from its former rulers, who had been 
freehooters pure and simple. He 
commenced by pulling down and en- 
tirely rebuilding the city of Hansi— 
making it not only a strong fortress, 
but also a commodious town. He 
granted liberal concessions to mer- 


/ chants and traders as an inducement to 


settle there; he established a mint and 
coined his own money; he procured 
skilled workmen and artificers from 
Delhi and elsewhere, and set them to 
construct an arsenal, where the cast 
cannon and manufactured | muskets. 
gunpowder and ali munitions of war. 
for he meant to be the rajah of a 
strong, independent, flourishing, civil- 
ized state. 

ut this was only a part, and a small, 
part, of his ambition. After he had 
got his foot firmly planted in his new 
domjnions, he intended to make Hari- 
ana a starting point from which- to 
conquer the whole of the Punjab, not 
for himself, but for Great Britain. He 
desired, to use his own words, “to have 
the honor of planting the British stand- 
ard on the banks of the Attock.” 

Like a true Irishman, George Thomas 
revelled in hard fighting, and he soon 
had plenty of it on his hands. His war- 
like neighbors, the Sikhs, resented the 
new rajah’s marauding forays into 
their country and made reprisals. But 
they soon found that they had caught 
a ‘Tartar in this fighting I[rishman. 
Nothing could afford better proof of 
Thomas’s high qualities as a soldier 


'than his victorious campaigns against 


| 


the Sikhs, that splendid race of war- 
riors, who forty years later, proved 
themselves the most formidable foes 
that England has ever had to fight in 
India. Yet the Irish rajah of Hariana, 
with his little army of five thousand 
men and thirty-six guns, defeated the 
Sikhs over and over again, forced them 
topay him anindemnity of two million 
rupees, and could proudly boast that he 
was “Dictator in all the countries 
belonging to the Sikhs south of the 
river Sutlej.” 

We have little doubt that the Irish 
rajah would not only have subdued the 
Sikhs, but have carried out his great 
scheme for the conquest of the Punjab, 
had not his attention been distracted 
from it by the dangers which threatened 
his own sovereignty. 

The brilliant success of the rajah 
of Hariana against’ the Sikhs had 
roused the jealousy ofa rival adven- 
turer,a French soldier named Perron, 
who commanded the armies of Sindhai, 
the great chief of the Mahrattas. Per- 
ron hinted to his muster that this Irish 
upstart was becoming far too powerful 
and ambitious, and that,if not taken in 
hand at once, he might some day prove 
a thorn in the side of Sindhai. The 
treacherous Begum Somru, too, who 
was burning for revenge on the man 
who had slighted her charms, though 
he had saved her life and restored her 
to her throne, contrived to instil into 
the mind of the Mahratta_ prince 
suspicions which served to confirm the 
hints thrown out by Perron. The 
consequence was that, when the Sikhs 
prayed Sindhai to assist them against 
their dreaded foe, the rajah of Hariana, 
Sindhai seized the excuse to crush the 
aspiring foreigner. 

But first he tried diplomacy. If 
Thomas would surrender his sover- 
eignty. and submit to be the vassal of 
Sindhai, he should be allowed an 
annual! subsidy for fhe support of him- 
self and his troops. 

In the month of September, 1801, Per- 
yon and Thomas met at Bahadurgarh 
to discuss these roposals. The 
Frenchman’s tone offended the Irish- 
man’s pride, and he haughtily rejected 
the conditions offered, though he well 
knew that his refusal meant war tothe 
knife with Sindhai. 

On hearing of Thomas's contemp- 
tuous rejection of his terms, the Mah- 
ratta prince ordered Perron to despatch 
aforoe at once to annihilate the trouble- 
some rajah of: Hariana. 3 

The invading army was_under the 
eommand ofa Frenchman, Major Louis 
Bourguien, a braggart and poltroon, 
despised bys his officers and men. 
Thomas turned to bay under the walis 
of his fortress of Georgegarh. He was 
not greatly outnumbered as yet, for he 
bad six thousand men with thirty-five. 
vuns against eight thousand men with 
thirty-eight guns. Aitera fierce and ob- 
stinate battle, in which Bourguien lost 
nearly half his force, Thomas remained 
master of the field. But his loss, too, 
was severe, upwards of one thousand 
eizht hundred, including his second in 
command, Captain Hopkins, a brilliant 
English soldier, whose death was an 


irreparable misfortune. Had Thomas

‘more successful and none more roman- 


tained, and the foolish Frenchman was | 
quite incapable of restoring order or, 
confidence. But the Irish rajah seemed | 
suddenly to have lost his head. All his, 
old promptitude of action and fertility | 
of resource appeared to have left him. . 
Not only did he neglect to follow up his 
victory, but he made no attempt to 
secure his retreat to Hansi. For fifteen 
precious days he remained absolutely 
idle. It is said that the death of his 
wife, to whom he was strongly at- 
tached, had strangely affected him, and 
that he drank heavily to drown his 
sorrow. Whatever the cause, his in- 
action was fatal to him. Within three 
weeks cf the battle of Georgegarh, 
Sindhai had thrown an army of thirty 
thousand menand one hundred and ten 
guns into Hariana, and Thomas was 
hemmed in at Georgegarh bya ring of 
foes, among the fierc*st and foremost 
of whom were the forces of the Begum 
Somru. 

As the toils closed more and more 
tichtly around him, Thomas recovered 
his old dauntless spirit. He defended 


| himself with desperate courage against 


these overwhelming odds, till he saw 
that the game was up. Then in the 
pitch darkness of a Novemier nicht, 
at the head of three hundred horsemen, 
he dashed out from Georgegarh, cut 
his way through the battalions of the 
enemy, and, after riding one hundred 
and twenty miles in twenty-four hours, 


|arrived safely at Hansi. 


The garrison of Georgegarh  sur- 
rendered: but so devoted were they to 
their Irish chief, that they refused with 
contempt to serve under Sindhai or any 


‘one else. Several of the native officers 
‘rent their clothes, and swore that they 


would rather live as beggars than serve 
again as soldiers under any chief but 
their own rajah. Seas : 
Bourguien lost no time in advancing 
upon Hansi. Though his own ifno- 
rance and cowardice utterly unfitted 
him te command an army, he had 
excellent subordinates on whom he 
could rely. Among these were half-a- 
English officers, one of whom,

Lieutenant JamesS Skinner,

Hansi was closely invested, but with 
such skill and courage did Thomas 
defend his last stronghold that the: 
besiegers made very little progress. 
The city indeed was stormed and taken 
after a desperate hand-to-hand fight, in) 
which the assailants lost nearly two 
thousand men; but the citadel, which | 
commanded the town, was still held by 
Thomas, and he held so stoutiy, that the 
ever taking 
the place by fair means, had recourse 
to foul. Flights of arrows were shot 
over the walls of the fort, with letters — 
attached to them promising the sarri- | 
son six months’ pay and permanent , 
service in the army of Sindhai,if they | 
would deliver up their rajah and the 
fortress. 

The English officers were indignant | 
with Bourguien for resorting to treach- | 
ery, and constantly urged him to offer 
the Irish commander honoraile terms. 
At last, one day, after tiffin, when wine 
had put Bourguien in a good temper, 
he said, in reply to their reiterated 
yrotests: “‘Well, gentlemen, do as you 
like. He be one damned Englishman, 
your own countryman. You Know him 
better than I do.” 

So Captain Smith, the senior English , 
officer, was sent to offer such terms of 
capitulation as no man of honor and 
spirit need be ashamed to accept. The | 
Irishman was at his last gasp. Famine | 
and treachery were slowly Mut surely | 
undermining the fidelity of his troops. 
He knew his case to be desperate, and 
he therefore consented to surrender | 
Hansi and evacuate Hariana on these 
conditions: that the garrison should be 
allowed to march out with the bonors 
of war; that he himself should go free, | 
with all his private property, and be 
escorted by a battalion of Sepoys until 


+ 


the English East India Company. 
The conditions were granted, the | 
treaty of surrender was signed, and the | 


irrepressible Thomas was entertained | 
that night at a banquet given by 
Bourguien and his officers. The | 


Frenchman vied with the [rishman in | 
quaffing bumpers, and after a drunken 
quarrel, during which the mad Tip- 
perary “bhoy’ chased the terrified | 
Bourguien round the banqueting tent. 
with a drawn sword, they swore eternal 
friendship, wept in one another's arms 
and finally the ex-rajah of Hariana was 
escorted back to Hansi at daybreak in 
a most undignified state of inebriety. | 

The conditions of surrender were | 
faithfully carried out, and George. 
Thomas turned his back upon his} 
rajahship of Hariana forever. He had | 
saved out of the wreck of his affairs | 
about £25,000—enough, as he said, to} 
enable him to end his days comfortably | 
asa small squire in Ireland; and he was 
on his way to Calcutta to take ship for | 


England, .when he was seized with | 
fever at Berhampore, and, weakened | 
as he was by his drunken habits, died | 


there on the 22nd of August, 1802, at | 
the age of forty-six.

The best way to bake apples is to 
boil them. Put as many apples as will 
cover the bottom intoa kettle, cover 
them with water, and boil till the water 
is nearly boiled away. The apples will 
be sweet, juicy and palatable in the ex- 
treme. 

Coffee Cake: One cup of sugar, one 
cup of butter, one egg and one cup 


.of molasses well mixed together; then 


add one cup of strong warm coffee, with 
a teaspoonful of soda dissolved in_ it, 
tour cups of flour, one pound of raisins, 
stoned and chopped tine, one  tadle- 
spoonful of each, cloves, cinnamon and 
nutmeg. 
A nice dessert for tea: Put a layer 
of sugar in the bottom of a quart bowl, 
then a layer of nice tart apples peeled 
and sliced thin, then another layer of 
sugar, and so on until the bowl is heap- 
ing full; pour in haif a teacup of wa- 
ter, aud turn a saucer over it, and put 
it in the oven with a slow iire, for two 
or tbree hours; set away to get cold 
then turn upside down on a glass dish; 
you will have a layer of jeily and then 
of apples. {t is as good as it is preity. 
Anoither—lake some nice apples, pare, 
core and bake them. When quite soit 
tuke them up, mash them fine, adding 
a smali lump of butter, some powdere 
sugar and a little nutmeg, if hked, and 
the white ot an ege beaten toa stiff 
froth. Make a soft custard of the yolk 
of the egg, one spoonful of cornstarch, 
a little essence of vanilla and a pint 
of milk. Pour over the apple and put 
in a cool piace until ready to serve. 
Potatees browned with meat: Boil 
the potatoes, merely cutting off the 
skins at the top and boitom, for twenty 


Ininutes putting them at first into boil- | 


ing salted water. Then remove the 
skins and shake flour over them from 
the dredging box and put them in the 
dripping pan with the rousting meat. 
Turn them when the meat is basted, 


' so as to brown them on ail sides. Serve 
on the platter with the meat. 


Rice is becoming a much wore popular 
articie of food tban heretofore. It is 
frequently substituted for potatoes at 
the chief meal of the day, being more 
nutritious and much more readily di- 
gested. At its present cost, it is rela- 
tively cheaper than potatoes, oatmeal, 
: In prepar- 
ation only just endugh water should 
be poured on to prevent the rice from 
burning at the bottom of the pot, which

Possibilities of Carrots. 

he carrot is a vegetable not yet fully 
appreciated, at least noi by the average 
housekeeper, who, beyond employing it 
occasionally as a flavoring for soups, 
and possibly for stews, finds no further 
us¢ for it, whereas it is really well 
adapted toa variety of uses, and is ex- 

tremely decorative in appearance. 
Pickied Carrois.—Boil a dozen carrots 
until tender, cut into slices; place in 
a jar and cover with mild vinegar, add- 


‘ing a few cloves and allspice. 


Carrot: Pudding.—Iwo cupfuls boiled 
carrots rubbed through a culander, one 
cupful of milk and one egg. Rub four 
teaspoonfuls of flour smooth in milk, 
add the beaten egg, and stir in carrots 
a@ little salt and peppet, and large lump 

butter. Base a light brown and 
serve hot. = 

_ Fried Carrots.—Scrape, wash, and boil 
six large carrots* cut in halves and then 
split lengthwise. Dip each piece in bat- 
ter, made by mixing one-half cup milk, 
scant haif-cup flour, one exe, and half 
@ Saltspoon salt. Drop in hot fat, and 
fry a delicate brown on both sides; 
serve on hot platter, garnished with 
sprigs of parsley. 

Carrot: Soup.—Enough boiled carrots 
to make a pint, after being. 
One and one-half 
pints of milk; three tablespoonfuls flour 
rubbed smooth ina little cold milk. 
Put milk, carrots and a saitspoontul of 
salt over the fire, adding flour when 
boiling ; stir constantly as it boils, and 
add a jump of butter the size of black 
walnut, and a dash of pepper just be- 
fore taking from fire. 

Creamed Carrots.—Scrape six good- 
sized carrots, cut in thirds, and split 
lengthwise. Boil until tender in salted 
water ; drain, add one cupful rich milk, 
and when it begins to boil stir in one 
tablespoonful of floar, rubbed smooth in 
a little cold milk; boil up once and add 
I pper and a lump of butter 
the size of a black walnut. Serve at 
once. 

Carrot Salad.—Put six carrots to boil 
in plenty of water. When about half 
done, remove from kettle, throw out 
the water, and put them on to finish 
cooking in fresh water; when very ten- 
der take oui, cool, and cut smoothly 
into half-inch dice. Make a dressing of 
one smali teacup of vinegar, six table- 
spoontuls melted butter, the yolk of 
one hard-boiled egg, with @ small tea- 
spoonful sali, and a saltspoonful white 

pper. Line a salad-towl witb crisp 
ettuce leaves, letting the tips extend 
above edge of bowl. Add two-thirds of 
dressing, a little at a time, before put- 
ting carrots in bowl, tossing lightly 
witb a fork at the time. Place tuem 
in the bowl, and add remainder of 
dressing.

One entered by 
the kitchen” (place one of the tour 
cards at bottom of pack), “the second 
entered the drawing room” (place one 
near the bottom), “ibe third entered a 
bedroom” (places the third near the 
centre of pack), “and the fourth watch- 
ed for dangér from the reof’ (fourth is 
left at top of pack). “Seeing danger he 
whistles” (whistle), “and instantly his 
three companions join bim en the reof” 
(deals off the four knaves from the top 
of pack). Explanation: When the four 
knaves are first shewn (spread tan- 
wise). three ordinary ecards are con- 
cealed behind them. The performer 
closes them, and places them on top of 
pack so that, really the three top cards

The Animated Cigar.—Performer bor- 
rows a cigar, and not only balances it 
on top of a silk hat, but commands it 
to various actions.

‘Tins is projected through 
the top of the hat about half an inch. 
The pertormer holds the hat by the 
brim, using one finger to hold the “awl” 
in position. He apparently fails at first 
to balance the cigar, aveidins the needle 
of eourse, but, pressing the open end 
of the cigar on the point of the needle 
the cigar then stands, and by. manipu- 
lation of the unseen article in the hat, 
the mesmerized cigar nods and jeans tn 
all directions.
